“Israel in Egypt.” It has been a heralded 

day, and has been hailed by the musicians 

as their day. The attendance, although not 
as large as that of last week, was still a large 
one,and was a handsome tribate to the 
ma sical fame of the socicties who took part 
mult. The oraterio is largely made up of 
double choruses, and this gave an admirable 
opportunity for effect. The old Handel and 
Haydn Society supptied one chorus, and the 
societies of Lynn, Salem, and West Roxbury 
the other. The four societies have been pre- 
paring for this event ever since last fall, 
end have rehearsed very diligently aud 
effectually, which gave the lovers of orato- 
rio a hint that something better than com- 
mon might be expected, and they were not

THE GROESBECK PARTY. 
The Chicago Times has at last founda 
ticket which it pronounces soundly Dem- 
ocratie. It was nominated at the Fitth 
Avenne Hotel, by a conference of fourteen 
gentlemen, of whom six were Democrats 
and eight were Republicans. These gentle- 
men had invited a conference of over a han- 
dred Revenue Reformers, opposed to 
Grant’s Administration, with a view, pro- 
fessediy, to harmonize all the element~ of 
opposition to Grant on one ticket. The 
entire company were of their own selec- 
tion, nore attending except npon invita- 
‘tion, When the original conference met, 
it was found that nine-tenths or more of 
the assemblage were in favor of uniting 
npon Horace Greeley, and were full 
of confidence that he would 
be elected. The callers of the meeting, 
therefore, bolted their own Convention, 
framed a platform, and put forward a 
ticket. Six Democrats and eight Republi- 
cans have set to work to found the “ party 
of advancement,—the party e future.” 
The Democrats are Carl Daentzer. Oswald

Nene of these gentlemen, ex 
cept Mr. Ottendorfer, have any 
political following or constituency, save 
as officers of the New York Free-Trade 
League, which is a missionary, or propa- 
gandist, rather than a political associa- 
tion. The Republicans are men of the 
same class, viz.: Parke Godwin, Win. C.

THE ARMY BILL. 


The National Assembly began this week 
the discussion of the Army Bill. This is the 
most important of the measures concerning 
our social organization now before us, for on 
this, beyond all else, depends our safety. If 
we have a well-organized, strong and disci- 
plined army, our position in Europe will rise. 
lf we have not, it will sink utterly. Each 
one of us appreciates this, among the upper 
classes as well as among the workingmes, 
and, since our disasters, no law, even the one 
in relation to taxation, has more justly ab- 
sorbed the attention of the country. 

It seems useless for me to state the general 
provisions of this bill before it has been passed 
by the Assembly, for it may be altered at 
any moment, as so much uncertainty prevails 
on this eubject. The queations to be raised— 
such as the length of service; whegher this 
service shall be performed in camp or in the 
principal place in the Canton whether per- 
sons shall be permitted to put in substi- 
tates; how many men shall be called ont 
each year; the causes of exemption, etc.,— 
are so many problems which have to be 
solved ataaingle blow.
